eas) HERE AS Wehavetaken notice, that by the Malice, Induſtry, and Importunity of ſeyerall ill-affeed . 
eq 4 {& and ſcditious Perſons in Our County of Cheer, very many of Our weake and ſeduced Subjects of that 
Sg Our County havenot only beene drawne tocxerciſe the Militia, under colour ofa pretended Ordinance, 
'C] withoutand againſt Our Conſent, (a Crime of a very high nature, if We would ftriftly enquire chereinto ) 
{ Sy but have made Contributions of Plate,Money, and Horſes, towards the Maintenance of the Army now in 
"SEV SSy J Rebcllion againſt Vs; We doc hereby publiſh and dceelare > Thar We are gratiouſly pleaſed to attribute 
the Crimes and Offences of Our ſaid SubjzQs of that County , to the Power and Faction of their Seducers; Who, We 
heleeve, by Threates, Menaces , and falſe Informations compelled and led them into theſe Actions of undutifullneſſe and 
diſloyalty towards Vs; And We doe therefore hereby offer Our tree and gracious Pardon to all the Inbabirants of Our ſaid 
County of CheFer , forall offences concerning the Premiſles committed againſt Vs , before the publiſhing of this Our 
Proclamation , except Sir Wi#iam Breretos Knight , againſt whom VVee ſhall —— according to the Rules: of 
the Law, as againſt a Traytour and Stirrqgur of Sedition againſt Vs, And whom Wee doe hereby require all 
Our Officers and Minifters of Iuſtice, and all Oar loving Subjeas whatſoever, tro apptehend, and cauſe to be 
kept in ſafe Cuſtody riil Our Pleaſure be further knowne, Provided, that this Our Grace ſhall not extend to any Perſon, 
who after the publiſhing this Our Proclamation ſhall preſume by Loane or Contribution , to affiſt the ſaid Army of 
Recbells , ro aſſemble and muſter themſelves in Armes withour Authority derived from Vs md Our Hand, to enter into 
any Oath of Aſſociation tor oppoſing Vs and Our Army , orto ſuccour, or entertaine any of the Perſons excepted in this 
Our Proclamation, or in Our D:claration of the 12th of Avgaſf, But We muſt and doe declare, That whoſoever ſhall hence. 
forward be guilty of the Premiſſes, or of cicher of them , ſhall be eſteemedby Vs, as an Enimy to the publike Peace, a 
Perſon diſaffeed'to Vs, and tothe Religion and Lawes of the Kingdome, and ſhall accordingly receive condigne puniſh. 
ment, of which We give them timely notice, that they may proceed accordingly at their perills. And Wee doe hereby will 
and require Our high Sheriffz, Commiſſioners of Array, Iuſtices of the Peace, andall other Our Officers , and loving Subjects 
toreſiſt, oppoſe, and apprehend all ſuch Perſons as ſhall preſume to makeany Leavies inthat Our County , under what pre- 
tence fooves, without Authority derived from Vs under Our Hand, And We likewiſe will and require them, and every of 
themto be aſfiſtantto 211 ſuch as ſhall either Command the Traine Bands of that Our County , or make any Leavies in the
